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Invergarry Castle and Mansion is situated in a 
most charming position on a green and rocky 
knoll near the shores of Loch Oich. It is in itself 
very picturesque, being in a state of ruin, in 
which condition it was left by “Butcher” Cumber¬ 
land in 1746. The rock on which it is situated is 
known as “Creag-an-Fhithevich” (Eock of the 
Eaven), and from this the Clan Macdonald have 
taken their war cry. Near at hand is the modern 
Mansion, which is the residence of the owner, 
Mrs. Ellice. 
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
